BLAZE STARTED 
IN THE DRY SHED 


William Keinenis Says He 
Went There to Sleep, 
Was Feeling Bad and Set 
Match to Shavings. 


Fire which swept the ry s of the 
Boeckeler Lumber Go., apa and 
Mallinckrodt streets, edfrly today, 
causing damage to buildings and 
contents variously estimated at 
from $76,000 to $125,000, was of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The pelice have in custody at the 
North Market Street Station a man 
who has eonfessed starting the 
blaze because he “had been drinx- 
ing and was in a bad humor.” He 
described himself as Willlam 
Kauffman, 22 _ years old, of 3716 
North Ninth street, and said he de- 
cided to set a match to pine shav- 
ings in the dry shed of the lumber 
company after he had gone there to 
sleep. He was arrested near the 
scene by Detectives Stratten and 
Drewes while watching the confla- 
gration. 

Flames were discovered in tbe 
southeast end of the dry shed, a 
structure 300 feet hong and 100 
feet wide and said to contain near- 
ly a million feet of lumber, by 
Michael Brophy, a night watchman 
/across the street, at 1:45 a. m. Be- 
prety the engines had got into action 
the flames had spread to an ad- 
| Joining building and to several 
piles of lumber outside the larger 
structure, extending over an area 
equal to a city block. The yards 
of the Boeckeler company encom- 
pass six blocks, and further devas- 
tation was prevented only by 
speedy work of the firemen. Ma- 
terial destroyed included lumber 
used for flooring and interior fin- 
ishing. 

At 10 a. m. today the fire was 
under control, but still smoldering 
with streams from seven lines of 
hose playing upon it.
